Mr. Anjfon formed his Fleet into a Line, but 
obferving, by the Motions of the Enemy, 
that their Aim was to gain Time, and en- 
deavour to efcape under Favour of the 
Night, he made the Signal for the whole 
Fleet to chace, and engage the Enemy, 
without any Regard to the Line of Battle. 
The Centurion, Capt. Denis, having got up 
with the fternmoft French Ship about Four 
o’Clock in the Afternoon, began to engage 
her, upon which two of the Enemy’s largeit 
Ships bore down to her Affiftance. The 
Namur, Defiance, and Windfor, being the 
next headmoft Ships, foon entered into 
the Aétion, and after having difabled thofe 
French Ships, in fuch a Manner that the 
Britifh Ships a-flern muft foon come up 
with them, they made Sail a-Head, to 
prevent the Van of the Enemy from efca- 
ping ; as did alfo feveral other Ships of the 
Fleet. The Yarmouth and Devonfbire hae 
ving got up and engaged the Enemy, and 
the Prince George being near the Jnvinc:ble, 
and going to fire into her, all the Ships in 
the Enemy’s Rear ftruck their Colours be- 
tween Six and Seven o’Clock, as did all 
thofe which were in the Line, before Night. 
Vice-Admiral Anjon brought to at Seven, 
having detached the Monmouth, Yarmouth, 
and Nottirgbam, to purfue the Convoy, who 
then bore W. by S. at about four or five 
Leagues Diftance, fo that there are Hopes 
of having a very good Account of them.

AVING an Opportunity of fending 

you a particular Account of the late 
Engagement with the French Fleet, in 
which our Ship bore a great Share, I gladly 
undertake the Tafk, and thall only juit 
mention what happened before the Engage- 
ment, in regard to our Intellence. 

‘The firft Account we had of thefe Ships, 
was by the Hamp: "-Court, afew Days be- 
fore we left P/ymoneh, from whence we failed 
the oth of April, uncer the Command of 
Admiral AnG2 in the Prince George, and 
Admiral Warren in the Devonshire, and 
cruized off Ufbant and Pref tll the 2oth; 
at which’ Time we left that Station, and 
Rood well to the South - Wert, in order to 
make Cape Finilerre. The 25th the Falk- 
Land joined us, (who had heen difpatched 
by the Adnmural, to look into the French 
Ports in the Bay) and brought an Account,

The next Account we had, was from 
one of thefe Scouts, who came into the 
Fleet at 7 o'Clock in the Morning (on AY 
day, M.y 3) with a Signal to fpeak wit, 
the Admiral, having feen and been chafed 
by Part of the above-mentioned 4o Ship , 
the Evening beiore: Here our Hopes were 
well grounded, and our Admiral made the 
S.ivnal for the Line, as ufual. 

I now come to fecing the French Fleet, 
and it happened to be the Namur’s Lor; 
for as our Line was formed on the Star- 
board ‘Tack, am! we being the oldeit Cap- 
tain lead on wt, fo of Confequence was the 
headmoft Ship of our Squadion ; which 
was now reduced to 12 Sail of the Line, 
one Frigate, one Sloop, and one Firedip, 
fame of which are chafing. At about Hii); 
an Hour atter 8 in the Morning, we made 
a Signal for fecing a ftrange Fleet to Lee 
ward 5; immediately the Admiral haw!led 
down the Signal for the Line of Battie, and 
made the Signal for the whole Fleet to 
chace. At Noon we came near the Enemy, 
who was laying to in a Line of Battle a- 
head, on the Starboard Tack, 1m all 17 
Sail; foon after, our Admiral made the 
Signal for all Cruizers to come into the 
Fleet, and for the Line of Battle a-head ; 
at which Time we took Reefs in the Top- 
fails (as is ufual when going co engage) and 
began to form the Line on the Starboard 
Tack. (Here the Namur leads.) The Prono 
obferving, that we were not to be bullied 
by their 17 Sail, and knowing if they run, 
their Convoy mult fall into our Hands, 
dropped all but 9 from the Line ; and with 
them their Convoy crowded to Leewatd. 
At 1 in the Afternoon, our Admiral mace 
the Signal for thofe who lead, to lead lirge:

Admiral Warren, clapt him along-fide the 
Prince George, Vice- Admiral 4rfen, to whom 
fhe {truck, having a great many Men killed, 
his Main-top-mait thot away, and Hull, 
Rigging, and Sails, tore to Pieces: The 
Admiral having ftruck, the Invincible foon 
did. the like, having his Main-matft thot 
away, and his Rigging, Sails, and Hull, 
much fhattered, by our Ship, Rear-Admi- 
ral Warsen, and the Defiance, who dif- 
charged feveral Broadfides into him ; and 
it was in this Beginning of the Aétion 
that we loft the Captain of the Defiance, 
whote brave and gallant Behaviour cannot 
be too much fpoken of, and will certainly 
perpetuate to his Memory a lafting Monu- 
ment of Fame. After this, we made as 
much Sail as we could after two French 
Ships of War, who were trying to run 
away, but the Sternmoft was foon obliged 
to firike to the Namur and the Falk/and. 
We purfued the Diamond, a French 54 Gun 
Ship, oftinately, till we had him along- 
fide, cand the fecond Broadfide we gave 
him, he ftruck, his Fore-maft being thot 
away, and his Hulls, Sails and Rigging 
very much damaged; this was the ninth 
Ship that ftruck. Never was a Piece of 
better Conduét than the French Admiral 
hewed, in drawing up five Sail of the 
Line of Battle Ships, and four Sail of Fri- 
gates, to fight 13 Sail of the Line of Battle 
Ships, Frigates, @c. in order that the Tranf- 
perts which he had under his Convoy might 
have an Opportunity of getting ofi ; and, to 
fay the Truth, they all fhewed thew Courage 
was not loft, for none of them offered to 
ftrike till their Ships were fo difabled that 
they could not work them.——Ttie Admi- 
ral fent Commodore Harrifen, and two 
more Ships of Force, after the Remainder 
of the French Fleet, who, we believe, will

iff, Whatever is taken of our Enemy's 
Ships, if infured here, muft be refunded 
by the Infurers ; fo that our Country is not 
enriched by the Capture, whatever Bene- 
fit the Perfons who take them may reccive 
thereby. The Quarter Part Premium is 
the only Benefit the Natinn receives, which 
muft have been alfo received if the Ship 
had performed the Voyage. 

adly, If our Infurers get any Intelligence 
from abroad, they will certainly fecrete it ; 
for if our Enemy's Ships are taken, they 
muft lofe what they have infured ; and it 
can hardly be expefted, that our Infurers 
will be of fuch a publick Spirit as to hurt 
themfelves, even for the Good of their 
Country, much lefs when they make it of 
no Advantage at all to have the Ships of 
an Enemy taken. 

3d/y, If, on the contrary, the Infurers 
get any Intelligenee where our Men of 
War, &c. are ftationed, (and how eafily 
may that be done for Money ?) Will they 
mot, for their own Intereft, communicate 
at to our Enemies, to prevent the Ships 
they have infured from falling into our 
Hands? Thus Britons are led to betray 
their own Country! Thus all our well-laid 
Schemes are fruftrated, our brave Sailors 
difappointed, and even our Governors are 
blamed, through the Treachery of thofe, 
whom [ cannot help thinking the wort of 
Enemies to their Country.

From the very Nature of Things we 

A have lxeafon to believe, that there is fome 
Truth in what I advance ; for there are 
fo many natural Ports upon the weftern 
Coatt of Scctlard, and they lie fo conveni- 
ent for the Whale, Cod, and Herring Fith- 
eries, and for the eft India, Portug.l, Mee 
diterrancan, and Afitcan Trade, that, Iam 
convinced, fome of our Merchants and 
ManufaSurers would have fettled there 
hefore now, if they could have expeCted 
Encouragement and Protection from the 
People of the Country ; and we cannot 
fuppo’e, that the poorer Sort would have 
been againft Mens bringing Money and 
Trade into their Country, if they ad not by 
their arbitrary Mafters been fpuited up, or 
rather compelled to aét Againit what was 

C fo vifibly their own Inter< {t. 

Glifeow is now the moft flourifhing 
City for Trade in Scstland ; and as in feveral 
Parts of the Coaft to the Northward, as 
well as in fome of the Ifands, more com 
modious Harbours might be made ata fmall 
Expence, it may reafonably be expeCed, 
that if thofe Hefeditary Jurifdi@ticns and 
oppreffive Tenures were abolifhed, and 

D proper Encouragement given by the Go- 
vernment, fome new and flourifhing Cities 
would be foon begun to be ereéted in the 
Iflands, or upon the Coaft to the North- 
ward of Gla/row ; and by the Example of 
the People fettied in thofe Cities, a Spirit of 
Induftry and Manufacture would foon be 
fpread over the whole Higd/ands and Norih 

E, of Scotland; for as Provifions and Labour 
are vaftly cheap in that Country, if the 
Natives did not, Strangers would certainly 
refort thither and fet up Manufactures, as 
foon as they found they had a neighbour- 
ing Port from whence they could export 
their Goods, and that they could live as 
fafely and as independently there, as in any 
other Part of the Kingdom. 

F Even the Price as well as the Revenues 
of Land Fftates in that Country would foon 
be confiderably raifed, becaufe there would 
foon be an Increafe of Purchafers ; for as 
to fmall Freehold Eftates by Socage or Few 
Tenure, there are now hardly any fuch to 
be purchafed in the whole Country ; and as 
to large Eftates, a Gentleman will never 

G furely purchafe ina County, where neither 
he nor any of his Pofterity can well expe& 
to be chofen the Reprefentative of his County 
in Parliament, unlefs he makes himfelf the 

Slave of fome neighbouring Lord, who has 


the hereditary Sherifffhip of the County, 
Dd and 
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and confequently is Mafter of the Return, 
when the leait Cavil or Doubt can be pre- 
tended with regard to the Election. 

In fhort, the many good Confequences 
attending the Aboliiliment of thefe Heredi- 
tary Jurifdictions and oppreffive Tenures 
are fo apparent, that I am furprifed to fee 
any of the Proprictors fo devoid of Publick 
Spirit as to oppofe it, efpecially as his Ma- 
jefty and the Parliament feem willing to 
allow them an adequate Satisfa@tion. That 
they are to be allowed any Satisfaction, 
they thould look on asa Favour from the 
Publick, becaufe, if the Nature of our 
Conftitution were to be ftrictly enquired 
into, it might perhaps be made appear, 
that the Crown never had a Right to grant, 
nor any Subject a “ight to hold an Heredi- 
tary Jurifdiction over any particular Diftri& ; 
and the Parliament of Scot/and was long be- 
fore the Union fo fenfible of this, that in 
the Year 144s, all Regalities then in the 
King’s Hands were by an A&@ then paffed 
annexed to the Royalty; and it was enacted, 
¢hat in Time to come, no Regalities fhould 
be granted without Confent of Parliament. 
And in the Year 1584, another A@ was 
made, by which all Jurifdictions not ap- 
proved by King or Parliament were abo- 
Lithed. 

As neither of thefe A&ts was ever thought 
to be an Incroachment ypon the Preroga- 
tive of the Crown, we muft conclude, that 
no fuch Jurifdiétions ever could, by the 
Scottih Law, be granted without the Au- 
thority of Parliament; and if any fuch 
were ever granted by King and Parliament, 
they were not, certainly, granted for the 
private Emolument of the Grantee, but for 
the Publick Good ; confequently, when 
King and Parliament think, that the Pub- 
lick Good requires their being abolifhed, it 
will, I fear, be difficult for the Proprietor 
to fhew, by what Law he is intitled to a 
Compenfation. But as this is not difputed 
at prefent, I fhall enlarge no farther upon 
the Queition. 

I thal’ now confider the moft material 
Obje€ticns made againft the Abolifhing of 
thefe Jurifdictions and Superiorities. It is 
faid, that no Man ought to be divefted of 
his Property without his Confent, unlefs he 
has been guilty of fome Crime, and legally 
tried and convicted. This, I thall grant, 
is a Maxim that ought to be held facred in 
all Cafes where the Publick is no Way con- 
cerned ; but when the Publick Good re- 
quites it, no true fatriot will fcruple to fa- 
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May 
ought to be compelled ; and this is whar is 
frequently done almoft every Sesion of Par. 
liament, in Bills relating to the Hizhways 
to the making of ixivers navigable, to the 
dividing and incloting of Commons, &<. 

But farther, as to private Jurifd.dicns, 
furely it will not be faid, that a Property in 

A any fuch can ftand upon the fame Footing 
with other Sorts of Property. Every fiee- 
born Subjett has a Right to be tried, in all 
Cafes of Life, Liberty, and Property, by 
the King’s Laws and the King’s Judes, 
and this Kight ought not to be taken trom 
him without his Confent, unlefs for the 
Publick Utility: Nay, fo jealous are our 
Laws in this Refpeét, that no Subje@ can 
of himfelf give up this Right: No Maa 
can, in this Country, make himfeli the 
Slave of another. ‘Therefore no Man, 
much lefs the whole People of a Diftra, 
can be divefted of this Right, unlefs for the 
Publick Utility: If King and Parliament 
fhould do fo upon any other Account, they 
would do an Injury to every Man diveited 
of this Right without his own Confent. 
We mutt therefore fuppofe, that when 
thofe Hereditary Jurifdictions were firtt 
eftablithed, it was for the Publick Unlity, 
not for the Private Emolument o/ any 
ticular Family ; and confequently, when the 
Publick Utility requires it, the Legillature 
may the more freely take them awa. It 
is no Objection to fay, that fome oi thot 
Hereditary Jurifdi€tions have been purcha.ca 
at a high Price by the Families now po! 
feifed of them; becaufe every Man ought 
to know the Nature of what he purchates, 
and confequently the Purchafers ought to 
have known, that the Juri‘dictions they 
purchafed not only might, but ought to be 
aboliihed, as foon as the Publick Utusty made 

E it neceffary. Therefore it mutt be admit- 
ted, that the Right of Property which par- 
ticular Families have in thefe Jurifdictions, 
is a Right which ftands upon a very dificrent 
Footing from other Rights of + roperty 
which were originally eftablifhed, and are 
preferved in private Men for their own pal- 
ticular Advantage, as well as for the genera! 
Good of the Nation. = 

Another Obje@ion againft abolithing 
thefe Hereditary Jurifdictions and oppre!vs 
Superiorities, upon paying an adequate 
Price to the Proprietors, is drawn from 
18th, 19th, and zoth Articles of the Unie 
between the two Kingdoms, from which 
Articles it is inferred, that this is what ca?

Whereas in 
fome Parts of Scstland, the People are dif- 
abled by Law, and in moft Parts the Ma- 
corty cf the People are difabled by the 
Narrownels of their Circumttances, from 
feeking Redrefs in the King’s Courts at 
Fdrburgh, Even thofe who might fupport 
the Expence, are frightned from it, by the 
great Power which their Hereditary Judge 
has in other Refpeéts over their Ejtates. 
For Example, The Vailal of an Hereditary 
Sheriff or Lord of Regality, might perhaps 
be able to fupport the Expence of a Suit 
before the Lords of Seffion at Ed:nburgh, 
but he dares not bring his A@tion there, or 
appeal from the Court of his Hereditary 
ludze, becaufe of that Judge’s being like- 
wile the Superior of his Land Eftate, and 
as fach enabled to fubject him to vartous 

of Oppreffion ; and the Misfortune is, 
that thefe Lords of Regalities, or Heredi- 
tary Judges, are generally the Superiors, or 
Lords Paramount, of all or moit of the 
Lands within their Jurifdictions. 

From this Difference in the Circumftances 
of the People, it is plain, that Hereditary 
Jurifdictions muft be more dangerous, and 
may be more opprefiive in Scot/and, than 
they can ever be in England, and therefore 
there is not the fame Reafon for abolifhing 
tt But I am really furprifed to hear 
i, that there are in England any fuch 
Hereditary Jurifdictions as thofe now exift- 
Ang in Scotland, As to Palatinates, there 
is not fo much as one now vefted heredita- 
rly in the Family of any Subject. There 
is but one Hereditary Sheriffihip, meaning

ment for not abolifhing the latter ; nor can 
the abolifhing the latter, without abolifhing 
at the fame Time the former, be taken 
amifs or complained of by any one in Scot- 
land, but fuch as are poffeiTed of thofe He- 
recitary Jurifdiétions, ‘or fuch as are inftu- 
enced by them. No Man in his right 
Senfes but would chufe to have his Caufe 
ried by a Judge appointed by the Crown, 
rather than by a Judge appointed by any 
neighbouring Lord or Gentleman, who may 
very probably have a particular Intereft in 
having the Affair determined againft him : 
No Man in his right Senfes but would chufe 
to live in a Diftri@, where he, or fome of 
his Family, may have a Chance to be the 
chief Magiftrate, rather than in a Diftrict 
where the chief Magiftracy is vefted here- 
ditarily in fome neighbouring Lord or Gen- 
tleman. ‘Therefore, if any Clamour has 
been raifed among the People of Scotland, 
if any Petitions fhould be prefented to Par- 
liament againft the Bill, by thofe who are 
fubje&t to fuch Jurifditions, it will be a 
ftrong Argument in favour of the Bill, be- 
caufe it will be a manifeft Proof of the 
great Power thefe Hereditary Judges have 
thereby acquired over the People fubject to 
their Jurifdiction, and confequently a Proof of 
what I fet out with, that the’e Hereditary 
Jurifdi€tions will always furnith Fuel for 
Rebellions ; for if an Hereditary Judge can 
prevail with Men to clamour and petition 
againft what is fo evidently calculated for 
their Advantage, furely he may prevail 
with them to join with him in a Rebellion, 
when there are the leaft Hopes of Succefs. 

This Argument will become fill more 
cogent, if no Petitions in Favour of the 
Bill fhould come up from the People of any 
of thofe Counties or Diftricts that are fub- 
jet to thefe Hereditary Jurifdictions, If 
this fhould be the Cafe, it will be a moft 
convincing Proof of the flavifh Subjeétion 
thofe People are under, ar«! will be an Ar- 
gument with every generous Mind for in- 
fifting upon their being delivered from that 
Subje€tion, Can we fuppole, that a Gen- 
ueman 
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tleman whofe Eftate lies within a Regality, 
has no Dependence upon the Lord of that 
Regality ? Can we fuppofe, that any Man 
of Spirit would defire to have a Depen- 
dence upon his Fellow-Subje@ ? Therefore,

taken to reprefent fuch a Regulation as un- 

ular, if he does not petition for being 
fet free, if he is mot joined by all thofe in 
thre fame Circumftances, it muft proceed 
from fomething that deferves the Name of 
Slavery rather than Dependence. It may 
be faid, "tis true, that were the Regality 
diffolved, his Eftate muft lie within fome 
County, fo that his Dependence would 
only be transferred from the Lord of Re- 
gality to the Sheriff, and he may rather 
chufe to continue his Dependence on the for- 
mer, than have it transferred to the latter ;

for Ages after the Conqueft, Evils which 
Germany now groans under, and which 
may bring on a Diffolution of that aucuft 
and powerful Body. We muft take the bet 
Care we ¢an to prevent our being made 
Slaves by the Crown, but at the fame Time 
we ought to take Care, that no Part of the 
People fhall be, or continue to be the Slaves 
of any Fellow-Subjeé ; left they thould join 
with the Crown in eftablifhing a general 
Slavery, in order to get free from the par. 
ticular one they find themfelves fubjetted 
to. 

It is certainly of dangerous Confequence 
to the free Choice pf Members of Parlia- 
ment in any County, to have the Nomina- 
tion of the Sheriff vefted in the Crown; 
but it is of more dangerous Confequence te 
have that Office vefted hereditarily in the 


being appointed Sheriff of the County, and C Family of any particular Subjeé, becaufe the

This equal Chance which every Gentle- 
man has of being appointed, or of having 
fome of his Family appointed, Sheriff of 
the County, muft convince every Man who 
has an Eftate within any Heredirary Jurif- 
diction, that it is his Intereft to have all 
fuch Jurifditions abolifhed ; and if they do 
mot all petition in Favour of a Bill for 
that Purpofe, if any o/ them petition againft 
fech a Bill, it mutt proceed from their 
Dread of a Power which no Subject ought 
to have over another. 

The next Objection, and the laft I thall 
take Notice of, is not fo much an Objeéti- 
on againft abolifhing the Hereditary [urif- 
ditions in Scosland, as it is an Obje@tion 
againft reftoring them to the Crown; for 
it is faid, that by fo doing we fhall inereafe 
the Power of the Crown, wich is al- 
ready greater than can well be thought con- 
fiftent with our Conititution. As to this, I 


muft grant, that I heartily with to fee a true 
Publick Spirit more generally prevalent a- 
mong the People ; for then it would be pro- 
per to reftore to them fome of thofe Rights 


and Privileges they have been deprived of, 
particularly that of chufing their Sheriffs 
and their Confervators or Juftices of the 
Peace ; but till this happens, the Power 
of appointing Sheriffs, @c. muft continue

Befides, the 
Crown, as to its Nomination, is under fome 
Reftraint, becaufe it generally chufes one 
of three recommended by the Judges;

and in many Cafes cannot be made to anfwer 
for his Mifdeeds. Therefere, thele Jurif- 
diftions may be, and indeed muft be vetted 
in the Crown, and muft there remain, till 
it be found neceffary to make fome general, 
and new Regulation for the Appointment 
of Sheriffs and other inferior Magiftrates 
over the whole United Kingdom. 

I think, I need not trouble the Reader 
with any more of the Objections made 
againtt abolithing thefe Jurifdiétions ; how- 
ever, before I conclude, I thall beg Leave 
jutt to touch upon a few more of them. It 
is faid, that the Abolithing of thefe Jurifdic- 
tions fuppofes, that the Proprietors have 
made a bad Ufe of them, and yet no Proof 
of this has been fo much as attempted. A 
fhort Anfwer to this is, that no fuch Thing 
is fuppofed, either in the Preamble or any 
other Part of the Bill.

Letrer from an Officer in the firf Batta- 
lion of the Royal Regiment, dated from 
the Camp near Hulft, April 26 ; giving a 
particular and authentich Account of the 
Aitack of Fort SANDBERG, wear the 
Lines of Hullt. 


STR, 


OU have before heard of the particular 

Service upon which we were ordered, 
in purfuance of which we failed up the 
Hondt, or Weflern Scheld, upon the 2ad 
about Four in the Morning, and landed at 
Stoppeldyke, in the land of Hu/f, oppofite 
to Saemflack in the County of Axel, 

As you know that many of the ftrong 
Places in this Part of Flanders, were either 
in the Hands of the French, or invefted by 
a Body of 25 or 30,000 Men, under the 
Command of Count Lowendab/, you will 
not be furprifed to hear that our Battalion 
has almoft ended the Campaign on their 
Part with a confiderable Lofs, but with as 
much Reputation, I will venture to fay, as 
in any Campaign they ferved this Century, 
But it is better that I thould leave this to 
be faid by others, and proceed to the Parti- 
culars ; fome of which are difagreeable. 

Soon after we landed, upon the 22d, a 
Camp was marked out for the three Batta- 
lions under General Fuller's Command, ex- 
tending from the Place of Landing towards 
Hui, along the River which divides that 
Country from Axe/, in order to prevent 
the French from making any Irruption 
from that Side, which Lieut. General La 
Recgue, Governor of that Country dppre- 
hended, from the Difficulties which the

Fort of Sandberg is fitwated.

furprized the Fort of Outkykeer, and one of 
two imall Redoubts in the Way to Sond. 
berg, refolved, it feems, to make their 
Puth that Way; for after battering and 
bombarding that Fort for feveral Days, they 
attempted to take it by an Affault, upon 
the 22d at Night ; upon which our Brivade 
was fent for, to fuftain 4 Dutch Battalions 
and 1 of Saxe Gorba’s, who repulfed the 
French after a warm Attack of 3-Hours, 
from 9 to 12 * ; and as we had o Miles to 
march, we could not come up till ¢ in the 
Morning, when our Battalion was ordered 
by General, La Rogue, to proceed to the 
Dutch Camp near Sandberg, and the other 
two to return to their old Ground. 

Every Thing remained quiet duing that 
Day and the following Night, except fome 
Cannonading, in which we were very 
unequally matched, the French having 
none under 24 down from 48 Pounders, 
and we none exceeding 6 Pounders ; at laft 
the French having carried their Approaches 
by Sap, almoft under the Palifades, many 
oi which were beat down by the Cannon 
and Bombs, they began an Afifault with 
great Refolution, upon Friday the 24th, a- 
bout 9 in the Evening ; and having gained 
a littk Ground upon the Out-Guards and 
Piquets, the Regiments incamped marched 
immediately to fuftain them, By the Situ- 
ation of the Encampment, the Dut-) Regi- 
ment of Thierry, who had behaved well on 
the Attack two Days before, marched fut 
up and did well upon this, but in Halt an 
Hour were fick of it; upon which the 
Royals advanced, regained what little Ground: 
was loft, and repulfed the french upon 
every Attack, and did not fuffer themfelves 
to be relieved till all their Ammunition was 
fpent ; to fupply which, many of them re- 
tired, borrowed Cartridges {rom the Dusit, 
and returned again to the Attack.

‘that in fome Places the fubjacent Foffils 
fhould impregnate the Ait with wholfome 
Effuvia ; for I once faw a Tra& of Ground, 
famous for a good Pottery, where, befides 
many other Mineral Earths which I took 
Notice of, there was a Grove that reached 
15 or 20 Feet beneath the Surface of the 
Earth, whence they dug up a Kind of white 
Clay fo richly impregnated with fubtile and 
noble Parts, that it afforded a Chymift or 
two of my Acquaintance, a large Quantity 
of a fubtile Spirit, of a volatile and faline 
Nature, which, upon Trial, they highly 
extolled for its cordial and other Virtues in 
Phyfick ; and which, by fome peculiar me- 
chanical Trials I made with it, I concluded 
to abound with a volatile Salt, not unlike 


that of Urine, or Hartfhorn. 


Since then fome Foffils may be enriched 
with medicinal and fugitive Salts and Spirits, 
it may reafonably be fuppofed that thefe af- 
cending into the incumbent Air, will highly 
conduce to the Wholfomenefs of it ; and 
the Chymical Examinations I have made 
of fome Coals, and other Bodies, whick are

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Places is chiefly, or at leaft in Part, due to 
the wholfome Expirations of fubterranean 
Bodies, yet generally fpeaking, the Air is 
depraved in far more Places than it is im- 
proved, by being impregnated with Mineral 
Expirations ; and indeed among the Mine- 
rals known to us, there are many more 
moxious than wholfome, and the Power of

Whole Traéts of Land near the Surface of 
the Earth fometimes abound with marcafi- 
tical Mincrals, as thefe do, with a tharp 
Vitriolick Salt, which, together with the ill- 
conditioned Sulphur they alfo plentifully 
contain, afcend inte the Air, and render it 
corrofive.

Guns, bound for Pondicherry, having a 
Squadron. under his Command confifting 
ef 14 Ships: Soon after the French leit the 
JMand they met with very bad Weather, 
wherein the French loft two of their Ships, 
and one {mall Veffel was feparated, tho’ 
fince proved to be fafe. The Hercules loft 
her Main-Matt, which with the Damages 
fuitain’d by other Ships, oblie’d the Frencé 
to put for Madage ar, where they lay two 
Months to refit and victual, and fetting fail 
in May, they reach’d the Coait of Cormar- 
del the 24th of ‘func, 1746, between the 
Gfland of Ceyfn and the Afar, defigning 
to make the new French Settlement of Car- 
ynol, to get News. 

We mutt ftop here to lament the Lofs of 
Commodore Barnet, who dicd of a Nervous 
Fever at Fort St. David's Garden-Houfe, 
the zoth of(7ri/, 1746, a Lofs then greatly 
Jamented, }ut fince moft grievoufly felt by 
the Exciifoga thefe Parts. The Chief Com- 
mand of t§@ Frgijs Squadron fell to Capt. 
Peyton, of Be Ship Medway. Early in the 
Morning ¢& the 2sth of ‘Fume, 1746, the 
Englij> Sq’adron being near to Negapar- 
man 1, the French Squadron appeared in 
Sight, and ,bout 11 o’Clock the two Squa- 
drons were near each other: The Exglifh 
Squadron cinfifted of the Ships Medway, 
Capt. Peyton § ; the Preflon, Lord Northe/k ; 
the Harwich, Capt. Carterct ; the Winchef- 


ter, Lord Thomas Bertie ||; the Afedway’s D 


Prize, Capt. Grifin ** 5 and the Liwely, 
Capt. Stevens ; tho’ the Lively was or- 
dered out of the Line and never fired a Gun. 

The French Squadron confifted of the 
Heecuies, Monfieur Bourdenay, and five Ships 
of co Guns, and three Ships of 40 Guns, 
and two Ships of 20 Guns, being in all 
eleven Ships: One of the {mail French Ships 
was alfo cut of the Line, and did not fire 
a Gun. We don’t find how it happen’d, but 
it appears there was not a Guo fired until 
about four o'Clock in the Afternoon, Lord 
Northefe was order’d to attack the two 
headmoft Ships of the French Line, and 
going to his Station pafs'd by Monfieur 

rdenay, who fired his Broadfide, and 
was anfwer’d by a Broadfide from Lord 
Nortb-fk, that lay’d open the Hereules’s up- 
per Tier of Guns: Capt. Carteret was or- 
der'd to attack the third and fourth Ships 
of the French Line ; and Capt. Peyton’ en- 
gag'd the Hercules and another Ship in the 
Center of the French Line ; Lord Bertie en- 
gag'd the feventh and eighth Ships of the 


French Line ; and Capt Griffin took up the 
three lait Ships of the French Line, : 
The French Shops being full of Men fired 
very brifkly, and, particularly, the Frencs 
had the better of the Englijh in their Smal] 
Arms, wiuch being obferved by the Engi; 
they kept a proper Diftance, and “foon 
found that the Engiijh managed their Gre 
Cuns better than the French, and their 
Weight of Metal greatly exceeded the 
French: Monfieur Bourdenay alfo perceiving 
this, made two Attempts for boarding of 
the Medway, but he met with fuch a warm 
Reception both Times, that his Peoole be. 
gan to fiag, and he gave a Sicnal for an. 
other Ship to come up to his AfPance. 
which Lord Bertie obferved, and went yp 
to afiit the Medway, and the Medwa 
Prize was then attacked by four of | 
French Ships in the Rear ; the French en. 
deavoured to retake their Ship, and Carr, 
Griffin as bravely defended himfili, 
Night coming on, the Fight ceafed : Lord 
Bertie ranged up to the Medway, and en- 


C quiring of Capt. Peyton, was anfwer d, that 


all were well on board the Midway, fave 
only that fhe was very leaky, and em- 
ployed many Hands to keep her clear: 
Lord Bertie acquainted Capt. Peyton, that 
he had loft two Men, and received fome 


fhould give a good Account of the Frercd 
in the Morning. Early in the Morning, 
Lord Bertie and Capt Carteret were near to 
the French Ships, and expeéted the Signal 
to engage, but were greatly difappointec, 
by a Signal for a Council of War: The 
Council of War being met, Capt. Peron 
acquainted the Council of the leaky Cond:- 
tion of the Ship Afedway, and his Mun- 
Maft wounded ; Capt. Carteret had his 
Fore-Maft greatly wounded; Lord Bete 
had fuffered in his Rigging ; and Capt. 
Griffin had loft 30 Men: What elfe occur- 
red is unknown, fave only that the Coun- 
cil agreed, that they repair their Ships a 
Crankanelly Bay t+, and fo make another 
Attempt. The French drew their Ships 9 
Form, and appeared ready to engage ; bv! 
finding the Eng/b did not make a fecond 
Attack, they proceeded for Pondicherry. 
But had the Exglis known the Condition 
the French were in, the Difference mu 
have been very great ; for it is well attefted, 
that the Freneb had fpent their Fury #4 
began to flag, that their Officers knew 
not what to do with them ; Monfieur 2r- 
denay loft many Men, befides 180 Men p*

The French had not above two Rounds of 
Powder left, they had lived many Days 
gpon a Meafure of Oil and two Meatures 
ot Cufb-Cufh * boiled with Water for each 
Me(s of five Men, and even that was fo 
fpent, that there was not two Days Provi- 
Gon on board any of their Ships, and fome 
Shins had eat nothing for 24. Hours before 
they engaged: In fhort, it was only a 
Bravo in Monfieur Bourdenay to make an 
Appearance of fighting next Morning ; for 
the French confefs themfelves, that they 
matt have ftruck in half an Hour. But the 
Frei not making a fecond Attack, Mon- 
fieuwr Bourdenay patted by Fort St. David 
the 29th of ‘Fune, having 9 Ships under his 
Command; for the Infula, a Ship of 26 
Guns, was obliged to run away, and 
with great Difficulty got into Bengal River, 
where the happened to touch Ground, and 
fell to pieces in an Inftant: Another Ship 
was alfo miffing, but fince returned to Pon- 
The Englif’ having put into Crankanelly 
Bay, fpent a Month or fix Weeks; but 
were not able to refit their Ships or get 
Provifions: The French, in the fame Time, 
repaired their Ships at Pondicherry, fent 


cruited with freflh Men, Arms, Powder, 
and encreafed their Weight of Metal on 
moft of their Ships. 

The two Squadrons appeared on the 
Seas, and were twice in Sight of each 
other, but neither cared to engage; it 
feems, there were but two of the French 
Ships that could fail any what like to the 
Enciifh, fo that the Englife had much the 
Feels of the French. 

The 18th of Auguft, 1796, the French 
Squadron, confifting of nine Sail, appeared 
betore Fort St. George, and fired many Can- 
hon on the Town, but did no great Mif- 
cluef; but they made a hard Pufh for tak- 
ing the Company’s Ship, Princefs Mary, 
Captain Ofborne ; and it is faid the Prince/s 
Mary received nine Broadfides from four of 
the French Ships, and Captain O/borne as 
bravely defended his Ship. He loft not 
one Man, but the Ship was fadly tore. 
However, the French went off for that 
Time. All the Ladies and their Attendants 
had fled from the Fort to the Dutch Factory 
at Pullicat, about three Hours + to the 
Northward of Fo-t St, George; but the 
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Capt. Louts of the Country Ship, Fort Sr. 
George, fell in Company with the Engl 
Squadron off of the Ifland of Ceylon, and 
would have put himfelf under Convoy and 
Orders of Capt. Peyton, but Capt. Peytos 
excufed himfelf ; but as Capt. Louis failed 


A very well, he kept the Squadron Company 


until the 23d of Augu ff, and finding him- 
felf in the Latitude of Fert St. George, parted 
from the Squadron, and put into Fort St. 
George. The fame Evening, the Ene/i/b Squa- 
dron madePuliicat, and fent an Officer to en- 
quire News of Capt. Bright, of the Advice 
Saow, then lying there, The Officer re- 
turned on board of Capt. Peyton, and the 


B Squadron failed feemingly to Southward, 


but after the Squadron was got to Sea, 
they failed Northward, and made Benzal 
River, and got into Badlafore Road the rft 
of September, and came to Calcutta J about 
the sth of September. 

The 8th of Osober, arrived at Calcutta, 
Mr. Humfreyes Cole, having procured a Paff- 


C port from Monfieur Bourdenay, and a Paf- 


fage from Fort St, George in a Dutch Ship, 
who brought an Account of the Frencb 
taking of Fort St. George. Mr. Cole being 
in Fort St. George during the Siege, was 
able to recount many Particulars that would 
be too prolix for a Letter; but fuch as are 
moft ufeful are as follows ; 


D The 3d of Settember, 1746, in the Even- 


ing, the French Squadron under Command of 
MonGeur Bourdenay appeared near Fort Sr. 
George, and that Night the French began to 
land their Men and Ammunition near Mi/e« 
End Houfe, fo called, as being a Mile to 
the Southward of Fort St. George. The 
Fort fired at that Place, but there were fuch 
a Number of Palmiera Trees, that it was 


E difficult to fee any of the Enemy, and con- 


fequently the Fort muft fire at random. 
At Day-break of the 7th of September, the 
French began to bombard the Fort with fe- 
ven Mortars from a Battery raifed near 
Mile-End Houfe, and with 8 Mortars from 
a Battery behind the Company’s Garden- 
Houfe that lies North-Weft of the Fort,

Barnval returning with no better Succefs, 
Governor Aferfe’s Lady and Mrs, Barnrval, 
were refolved to fhare the fame Fate with 
che rett of the Women of the Town, and 
aecordingly all the Women were lodged in 
the Portuguexe Church at the one End, and 
the Surgeons with their Implements at the 
other End. 

While the French were landing and pre- 
paring their Works, a Letter came from 
Monfieur Duplex, Governor of Pordicherry, 
advifing Monfieur Bourderay, that the En- 
giife Squadron were in Sight of Pondicherry ; 
upon Receipt of which Letter, Monfieur 
Bourdenay and his People were under the 
ftrongeft Apprehenfions, and every Thing 
ftood ftill for three Hours ; the Queftion 
being, Whether to repair immediately on 
board their Ships, or to ftay to refhip their 
Artillery, &c. During which Confternation, 
another Letter arrived from Monfieur Du- 
plex, and advifed, that the fuppofed Exg/:f 


Squadron proved no more than a Parcel C 


of Country Veffels: Upon Receipt of this 
fecond Letter, Monfieur Bourdenay pro- 
ceeded with his Works. From this, and 
many other Confiderations, it has been con- 
cluded, that had the Erg/:/ Squadron but 
fhown themfelves on the Seas, the French 
would not have dared to have befieged Fort 
S:. George; or had the Engl. fb Squadron 
have come into the Road of Fort 8:. George 
during the Siege, the Engiifb might have 
deftroyed the French Squadron, and have 
feized all the French Artillery. &c. then 
brought on Shore. 

The 8th of September, Mr. William Mon- 
fon, fecond of Council of Fort St. George, 
attended by Mr. ‘Fobn Hallyburton, as French 
Interpreter, went with a Meffage from 
Goverror Morfe, and Council, to know 
of Monficur Bourdenay, what Terms they 
were upon ; to which Monfieur Bourdenay 
replied, that he was refolved to have the 
‘Town, or to lofe his and his People’s Lives, 
and no other Terms would he hear of: So 
again, the Morning of the oth of September, 
Mr. Monfon and Mr, Hal/yéurton went out 
to parley with Monfieur Bourdenay: But 
Montfieur Bourdenay replied, it was in vain 
to fuppofe, he would be fatisfied with any 
thing lefs than the Town, and the Town 
he would have; faying, he was fure of 
having it, that he knew what Strength the 
Englifh had in the Town, and offered to 
produce before Mr. Mon/on’s Face an Officer 


in the French Army for every private Man G fieur Bourdenay has al 


in the Englif Fort, and fhewed Mr. Mon- 
fen a Battery that the French had raifed,

bearing 18 Guns of 24 Pounders, w 
which Bourdenay propofed to cover as 
Men while they fcaled the Walls ; adding 
that if the Fort did not furrender, he would 
ftorm the Town, and then he could not 
anfwer for the Saving of any Man's Lif. 
but if the Fort would furrender, the Englifp 
fhould find his Generofity in the Terms of 
Peace, as great as his Ardour was for tak. 
ing it, and then difmiffed Mr, Moror 
conditioning to wait 3 Hours for the Enjli 
fending their final Anfwer ; and as no An. 
fwer was fent in the limited Time, the 
French Mortars and Cannon began again to 
fire on the Fort and White Tcaun with re- 
doubled Vigour ; and all the enfuing Night, 
the French Ships having warped near to the 
Shore, they fired on the Town and did 
great Damage, the Englife not firing one 
Gun all that Night ; which made the Frenc 
Proceeding appear quite furprifing to the 
Engiifo, who had fent a Meffage by a 
French Muftee *, a Perfon who acted, or 
pretended to act, as Doétor of Phytick in 
the French Army ; but the Meffenger mak- 
ing fome Blunder in delivering his Meffage, 
Nonfieur Bourdenay was not fet to right 
until another Meffage arrived to him, 
early in the Morning of the roth of Sep- 
tember, when the French beat the Cham- 
made, and ceafed to fire on the Fort ; and 
the French foon marched into the Town 
and Fort, perhaps fomewhat fooner on the 
following Occafiton: Mr. Hallyburton was 
fent by Governor Morfe to acquaint Mon- 
fieur Bourdenay, that the Engl fb Soldiers 
began to mutiny, and publickly fpirited up 
each other to fhoot the Governor and 
plunder the Town, before the French could 
come ; and therefore Governor Mor/e de- 
fired Monfieur Bourdenay to take Potieflion 
of the Town as foon as poffible : Accord- 
ingly, Monfieur Bourdenay marched into the 
Town at the Head of 1500 of his beft 
Men, and having taken Poffeffion of the 
Town, the Englifh mutinous Soldiers were 
no more feen or heard of. Monfieur Box- 
denay having received the Compliments of 
his Officers, went out of the Fort to fur- 
vey the Town, and give the neceffary Or- 
ders; and the next Morning, the r1th of 
September, marched into the Town the Re- 
mainder of the French Army, confifting of 
1500 Sailors, all Frenchmen, and 2000 Cf- 
frees + and landers that attended the Ar- 
tillery and Ammunition, &c. all in ample 
Order, and under the ftriéteft Difcipline 
that can be conceived ; and, indeed, Mon- 
ways been remarkably 
fevere, and rather dreaded than loved by 
his People. *

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It has been already faid, that the French 
Squadron fired on the Town on the 18th 
of Avguft, and fo returned to Pendieherry. 
From that Day, the Engli/o Gentlemen 
without Exception, were railed in the Na- 
ture of the Militia, under Mr. Monjon, the 
fecond of Council, and their Captain ; the 
Gentlemen fubmitted to ftand common A 
Centry, and do all the common Duty of 
a Soldier, on one common View, to fave 
and keep freth their Soldiers for A@tion : 
Alfo 35 Men and their Officers from on 
board the Prince/s Mary, did common Duty : 
All the Natives that were able to bear 
Arms, fuch as the Portugueze and Armeni- 
ant, were alfo trained in the Militia, and 
ferved in the White-Town. The Sokdiers B 
were quartered on the Points and Batteries 
of the Black-Town, and were daily fed 
with good Provifions, and Arrack given 
fur Punch, befides Drams every Day ; and 
yet, notwithftanding the moft favourable 
Treatment, the Eng/:/b Soldiers were every 
Day more infolent, and threatning to mu- 
tiny: One Inftance may be proper to in- C 
fert here, wiz. As Mr. Morfon was paffing 
the Main-Guard Gate, then in Guard of 
the Militia, two of the Soldiers, in the 
rudeft Manner, complained that the Dram- 
Cup was not large enough, and then tak- 
ing hold of the Cuff of Mr, Monfon's 
Sleeve would needs carry him crofs the 


Street to the new Barracks, to fee their D 


Dram-Cup, and how they were ufed. Such 
was the general Tenor of their Behaviour, 
and fo drunken and mutinous, that their 
Officers deelared againft fallying out of the 
Town againft the Enemy, becaufe the Of- 
ficers could not truft to their Men, who 
did net amount in Number to 200 or 250 
Englif and Dutch ; for it mutt be obferved, 
that all the black ‘Yentoas * left the Town, E 
and fo alfo, on the firft Day of the Bom- 
barding, all the black Soldiers, to the 
Number of 4 to 500, leaped, or let them- 
felves down from the Walls in the Night, 
and fied ; fo alfo the Houfe Servants of all 
the Gentlemen and Ladies, and moft ef 
their Slaves, leaped down from the Walls 
in the Night, infomuch that the Gentlemen 
and Ladies could not get Servants to kill F 
and drefs any Vi@wals, or bring them Wa- 
-y to drink, every one, as he could beft be 
rage at Times, going to his Houfe to 
rv and get clean Cloaths ; add to this, 
me conftant Alarms of Bombs falling, 
ae every Man to leave Vidtuals, Drink, 
prep Sleep, and every Thing elfe, to 
un into the open Air, and fee which Way G 
9 avoid the Bombs then falling. ‘Thefe 
a" fo repeated from two French Bat- 
'*, @% afercfaid, bearing 15 Mortars,

in the Space of every Half Hour, had fo 
harraffed and fatigued the Gentlemen, that 
they were ready to die for Want of Sleep 
the third Day. The Ladies were equally 
frightned and employed, Mrs. Morfe, and 
all of them, conftantly fewing Cloth for 
Cartridge for the Great Guns. Many of the 
Cannon were difmounted, or rendered uf- 
lefs by the Breaking of the Gun Carriages, 
and in particular, the Axletrees of the 
Gun Carriages being made fer Cheapnefs 
of Redwood, alias Logwood, the Iron 
Bolt fplit the Logwood upon the fecond or 
third Firing. Captain Eckmar, the Com- 
mandant of the Military, had formerly 
been in the Wars in Flanders, but now fu- 
perannuated, and unable to bear the Fati- 
gue. Capt. Holland and Capt. Zengen of 
the Military, were very active, and kept a 
vigorous Fire from their refpective Batte- 
ries. Capt. Serb, of the Gun-Room 
Crew, died the firft Day of the Siege, of 
the Fatigue he had undergone from the Ar- 
rival of the French. The Garifon Stores 
were very much out of Order, and the 
Gunner's People being compofed of Muf- 
tees or Portugueze, they, like the black Sol- 
diers, all deferted upon the firft Day of 
Bombarding the Town; for it muft be 
owned, though thefe Portugueze Men, and 
half Cait, may fight, and do very well 
againft the AZoors, and other Enemies, Na- 
tives of the Country, yet they will not face 
or ftand the Fire of an Exropean Enemy, 
though the Coffree Caft, and others on the 
Malay Coaft + muft be exempted from this 
Charge. On the other Hand, the French 


. Gunners proved them(elves greatly expert ; 


for they threw above a hundred Bombs 
within the Compafs of the Inner Fort, and 
fo in Proportion on the Engii/h Batteries, 
that annoyed the Engl from their Cannon 
for the Time being; and it is obferved, 
that of 1100 to 1200 Bombs that the 
French fired, not above a Dozen fell in the 
Black Town: So that, though there were 
but few that died of their Wounds, yet the 
Houfes, and all Parts of the Town, bave 
fuffered greatly. Some Gentlemen have 
cemfured Governor Morfe, for giving up the 
Town only on the Lofs of four Men of 
Note ; but others are of Opinion, that it 
was more prudent in the Governor fo fave 
his and the Peoples Lives, by a timely Sur- 
render of a Town that was utterly defence- 
lefs and untenable, than to wait the nexe 
Day for the Enemy to ftorm the Town, 
when it muft needs happen that moft of 
them muft have been cut to Pieces, with- 
out the leaft View of Benefit to their Coun- 
try.

GrorGe, bas of late become a principal 
Topick of Comverfation, we gave a PLAN 
of the Fort and White Town, with a 
frort Defcription of the Place, in our laft 
Magazine ; but as many of our Readers 
may defire to bave a more full View and 
Defcription of the Place, we have in this 
Magazine given @ Pian of that whele 
City, and foall add the folluwing Account 
of it.

for dreffing their Vi@tuals. This they need 
not give themfelves much Trouble about, 
for a Stranger teldom comes any farther 
than the Door, before which is erected a 
little Shade, fupported by Pillars, where 
they fit crofs-legged Morning and Evening 
to receive Vifits and tranfaét BufineS. In 
this Town, hkewife, there are fome pub- 
lick Buildings which make a tolerable Fi- 
gure, fuch as the rmentin Church, and 
feveral Pagodas or Indian Temples, to the 
latter of which, befides their Pricits, be- 
long great Numbers of Female Chorifters 
or Singing-Women. Thefe, like Nuns, 
are, in their Youth, devoted to the Service 
of the Temple and the Priefts, and {pend 
fome Part of their Time in finging An- 
thems to their Idols ; but as they are not 
locked up, they fpend the refit with Gal- 
lants of all Religions and Nations. They 
likewife ferve the Publick in another Capa- 
city; for when any great Man or rich 
Merchant goes abroad, he has a Number 
of thefe Girls, who run finging before 
him ; and even fome of out Governor: 
have made ufe of this Piece of Grandeur, 
having kept so of thee Girls for this Pur- 
pefe ; but whether they made ufe of them 
for any other, our Travellers do not mention. 

In this Settlement, the fupreme Govern- 
ment, ucder the Company, is adminiftered 
by the Governor and tix Counfellors, all 
appointed by the Company. ‘They difpote 
of all Places of Profit or Truft, and trv 
all Crimes that are not capital, and may 
inflict ary Punifhment, except Death or 
Demembration, even on fuch Europeans a8 
are there in the Company’s Service, But 
as to capital Crimes, or fuch as are to be 
punifthed by Demembration, the Offenders 
are imprifoned till they can be fent to Ev- 
repe ; tho’ it is obferved by fome Wiiters, 
that if a Man be once impritoned, he rarely 
lives to be fent to Europe ; for he is confined 
in a dark Dungeon, hot as a Ragnio, under 
the Wali of the Town, fed with Rice and 
Water, without Pen or Ink, and ro Man 
allowed to converfe with him. There is 
alfo a Court of Mayor and Aldermen held 
twice a Week at the Town-Hall, for de- 
termining ali Difputes @f a Civil Nature 
among the Natives; but Civil Caufes a- 
mong the Ewropears are tried before the 
Judge- Advocate by a jury. There are allo 
uftices of the Peace, who hold their Sef- 
fions in tue Black Tew, tor trying criminal 
Matters among the Natives ; and fome- 
times proceed fo far as to cut off the Offen- 
der’s Ears in the Pillory. There is likewife 
a Court of Admiralty tor maritime Affairs ; 
and the Governur fome imes appoints: a 
Gga Court 
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Court Martial, for trying and punifhing the 
Soldiers. 

The Governor of this Place is likewife 
Governor of all the Company’s Settlements 
on the Cormandel Coalt and the Coaft of 
the Ifland of Sumatra, the Gentlemen who

For the Security of this Settlement and

As to the two great Armies in Brabant, 
nothing confiderable has as yet happened 
between them.

S. as their Troops are 
Marching from ali Qu irters te join the Grand 
Army, and a$ the two Armies are not 
above ten Miles afunder, it is expeed 
that fomething of Importance will foon 
fiappen, In the mean Time, the French 
Detachment that reduced Detch Flanders 
have erected a Battery on the Side of the 
Schelde, overagainh L: />, and are daily bat- 
tering that Fortrefs, in order to make the 
Redution of it more eaty in Cafe they 
fhould defeat the Allied Army, or oblige 
them to move to the Left for the Detence 
of Masfirirbt. On the eher Hand, the 
Asftrice Huffars ae daily making incer- 
Hons even within the Polts of the Enemy,

Then as to our Accounts from C,.- 
they are fo contradi€tory, that there js ne 
Credit to be given to any of them.

are not yet arrived ; that a great Number 
of the French and Spanifh Troops fent by 
Sea to Genoa, have been intercepted and 
taken by the Britif& Squadron ; and tha 
the French and Spanifh Army in Provence 
are upon the Point of paffing the Var, and 
making an Irruption into Piedment. And 
if any Credit can be given to the laft Ac-
